Her hus- 
band, John Fane, Earl of Westmorland 
nnd Buon Biirghersh, is a nobleman of 
great age. He was Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland some fifty years ago He was 
appointed Lord Pi ivy Seal in 1797, and 
resigned in 1800, but was again appoint- 
ed to he same place in )o07, nod c-!'.- 
tinued to hold the same until 1827.

This morn- 
ing our citizens were aroused bv the news 
that two schooners, loaded with Canadi- 
an Patriots were laying in the river oppo- 
site (his place, with the intention of at- 
tacking Prescott, and aUo that another 
Band of about two hundred had taken 
possession of the steamer United Stales. 

About 9 o’clock Iho steamer left the 
wharf for the purpose of towing off the 
two schooners which had both run aground 
One however got off without assistance, 
and run on to the Canada side, and land- 
ed about a mile below tho Fort, The 
British steamboat Experiment put out af- 
ter the States, and fired several shots at 
her, only one of which struck the boat, 
and killed a very worthy young man of 
this place. 

The British steamer ranged alongside 
the ether sehooner which was aground, 
and fired a broadside into her, without 
however doing any damage except to the 
rigging. The schooner returned the fire 
and killed six men. The last schooner 
has just been got off', and is now prepa- 
ring to go over. The people on board 
express themselves determined to take! 
the Fort before morning - Doubtful how- 
ever, though there, is a rumor in town 
that the Canadian people are flocking to 
the standard raised there in great num- 
bers. 

Our place is in great excitement, and 
no business has been done to-day. T e 
mail closes soon, and 1 mutt close; If any- 
thing important is done 1 will write to 
you further by to-morrow’s mail.

the War in Canada — anothsr battle. 

We .•nblished yesterday the account? of an 
invasion of the Canadian* frontier near the I own 
of Presscott, in the upper Province. — Yester- 
day’# mail furnishes intelligence fronj O^uetis- 
burg to the 1 3th instant, o day later, by 
which it will be seen th-.l an action took place 
on that day, and lasted for several hours, be* 
tween the British forces end Patriots. About 
500 patriots and 300 British regular# were en« 
gaged. 'I he British were twice repulsed by 
the Patriot* , find fin illy left the field to wait 
for reinforcements, for which an express was 
sent to Kingston. 

During the action the British put their dead 
bodies into a barn, behind which they shelteied 
thera9elve», nnd the Patriots , to dislodge them, 
set fire to it, and it was destroyed with all it 
contents. Immediately ufter which the British, 
retreated to Prescott. 

The rebels ol the Boucherville Mountains, 
under Van Rensalaer, learning from one of the 
scout? that a company of tho 06th Regiment 
was in pursuit of them, immediately took fight, 
leaving behind them three pieces of artillery, 
and 300 stand of arras. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

From the Ogdensburg Time# &. Advertiser, 
November 13th. 

After six o'clock last evening, things remuined 
very quiet through the night. There were how- 
ever some report of cannon duriug ihe evenings 
at long intervals. 

During the evening the Telegraph came in, 
bringing some U. S. troops with Marshals, &.c. 
— They took possession of the United State?. 
Our citizens held m meeting during the evening, 
to tuke measures tor defence* but as our work 
hod been delayed by the confusion of the day, 
we could not find time to attend. 

Early this morning it we* discovered (hat the 
armed steamboats Cobourg and Traveilkr 
had arrived with troops. About seven o’clock 
this morning the armed boats opened a fire on 
the patty at the Windmill, which soon brought 
a large body of spectators io the .Mill point the 
nearest American territory. 

The point on which tho Windmill stands is 
one of some twenty feet elevation above tho 
St. Lawrence. The country back rises genth 
for about one hundred and fifty rods. The land 
about it is highly cultivated and presents a 
charming landscape, with orchards, shrubbery 
and substantial stone buildings. 

The Wind Millisa circular, missive stone* 
building affi rding ample shelter against any shot 
that the boats were prepared to throw. 

The cannonading between the Wind Mill and 
the three nrmml steamboats continued to be the 
scene of attraction till nearly eight o’clock, 
when a line of fire blazed along ihe summit of 
the hill in rear for about eighty or a hundred 
rods, and the crack of the rifle and musket 
made a continuous roar. The sene was one of 
most intense excitement and solicituda. The 
reflection, that men full of high hopes and ar- 
dent expectationss wer* falling by hundreds,) 
was calculated to awaken the most painful e- 
motionl 

The action on the brow of the hill continued 
some twenty or thirty minutes, when one party 
gave way, the other followed, and the combat 
ants passed out of view over the brow of 
the hill ; but the contest raged as fiercely as was 
evinced by ihe continuous roar of musketry 
Another scene caioe in view; a party march- 
ed down by ihe river road and opened a warm 
fire upon a stone building in which the rebel 
forces were quartered, This battle continued 
with spirit for some time, when the loyalists re- 
treated .and the combatants over the hill be- 
came fainter and fewer, till about nine o’clock 
when all became hushed for the moment. The 
rebel forces were left in possesion of the ground 
but they seemed in no condition to follow the| 
retrenting party. 

From nine o’clock till three, there was not 
much of excitement in the scene. An irregu- 
lar fire was kept up on the Wind Mill, and a. 
body -of regu lars sent an occasional volley a* o! 
stone house in which a'body of the assailing par-1 
ty were sheltered. 

At three o’clock P. M., a barn a short dis i 
tancu from the Wind Mill was consumed by fir * i 
This was probably done by the rebels, us tn < ! 
barn afforded shelter to the royalists. 

7 o’clock, P. M. i 
We have reports from the field of battle t hi -j 
evening. It is staled that six hundred regular 
troops were engaged besides the volunteer mili- 
tia . 

Major Young, tho officer commanding at 
Prescott a bravo and excellent officer in the 
British army, is supposed to have fallen The 
report is that tbo commanning officer fell ear|y 
in the morning, and that several efforts have 
been made by the loyalists to recover his body 
without secccss. 

The rebel forces were in three detachments. 
One occupying the wind mill, another a stone 
building and ihe third were posted on the brow 
of the hill, and sustained most of the morning* f 
work . 

It is reported that the field is coveted with 
dead and wounded soldiers of the government, 
while so far as was known, but thirteen of tb« 
rebels hail fallen. The schooners which brought 
the invadkig forces down were taken this mor- 
ning by trie officers of the United .States for 
breach of neutrality, though we understand 
that one of them was n British vessel. So tor 
“the Patiiot” forces have sustained themselvfcs 
against fearful odds and with signal success 
what the result will be, it is impossible to pre- 
dict .

ESCAPE OF THELLEK and DODGE 
FROM QUEBEC. 

The escape of the Canadian ‘Patriots, 1 
Tiieller and Dodge, from the impregna- 
ble fortress of Quebec, and subsequent- 
ly from the hot pursuit which was kept 
up after them, has excited the wonder of 
all who are acquainted with the strength 
of the fortress in question. Both of them 
are now in the city of New York, and 
the former has published in Mackenzie’s 
Gazette, the following account of the 
manner in which the escape was effect 
ed : — Balt . Amer. 

We arrived in Quebec on Sunday the 
10th of June, and were received at the 
whurfby a strong guard of the 1st regi* 
ment of Grenadier Guards, Her Majes- 
ty’s Household troops, and escorted by 
them to the citadel, amid the groans and 
hisses and execrations of a Tory mob, 
prepared for tho occasion ; spat upon, re- 
viled and tormented by them in every way 
thoir ingenuity could invent, they follow, 
ed us all tho way, until the gates of the 
fort shut us out from them — from their 
abuse of us and ol our country. We! 
were confined in one of the bomb proof, 
casemated rooms, that served as ihe pri 
son for fhe mihtnrv prisoner* If m 
furnished w* un nrdinarx prison. !r«*n 
bedsteads, in»n staphs, <»n which was 
p aced boards f«»r a table and ihe arilniH 
ry benches — it was about twelve feet 
broad and fifty feet deep — two windows 
in the front strongly barred with iron — 
and in the back part were small loop 
holes for musketry — both in front and in 
the rear were placed board fences of 
twelve feet high, inside of which was 
stationed a sentinel who could watch all 
our motions. Another sentinel was pin* 
ced outside of the fence, two others were 
placed in the rear, and one on the top of, 
the roof on the wall. These five w ere 
out on for our especial protection and 
kept on still after VV« had some trouble 
at first and some little hardship respect i 
ing provisions, but owing to the industry 
and zeal of the Town Major Fraser, and 
the representatives of this good hearted 
old man, we were very liberally suppli- 
ed, viz: — we hail in* complaints to make. 
We lived in daily expectations of hear, 
mg something respecting «ur lire, l>u« 
when t wo months had passed and *othing 
had taken place, we began in look around 
to see what could be done in ine way of 
making our escape. Many were the 
plans proposed, hut at last it was decided! 
that ihe most dangerous one of escaping! 
by ihe front window and climbing the 
fence in the presence of one sentinel and 
in the view of the other, was the most 
probable way, nnd one that would he at- 
tended with more likelihood of success; 
besides the very boldness of the measure 
would prevent suspicion ever entering 
the mind of the guard. It was then re- 
solved, that we would try and procure 
some implements to cut one of the bar* 
of the window, and taking advantage of 
the first dark and stormy night when 
the sentinels at our doors as well as those 
on the different other parts which we 
must unavoidably pass, were bv the rain 
obliged to keep in their boxes, we would 
venture out, get to iho walls and try our 
fortune in getting over them, 

We walked out each day for half an 
hour, three at a time, guarded by nix 
soldiers with fixed bayonets, nnd ns wc 
generally slopped for some time on ihe 
saluting batteries, we saw occasionally’ 
a friend, to one of whom was slipped a 
paper explaining our plan, and begging 
his co-operetion, by supplying us with 
tools, and in directing a place where 
they might be laid. The next day we 
received the tools required, wrapped up| 
in one of your Gazettes, with a line, say-: 
ing that if we could accomplish tho plan 
proposed, wc need give ourselves no

Ocea* 
sionally it would squeak rather hard* 
nnd 1 could hear :t plain enough, but 
the men would walk about, would dunce* 
and sing, &.c., and thus drowned the 
ammd we did not wish to have heard*. A!, 
fife was procured , nnd ns wo had in die* 
room the bov who had acted a» Hies* on. 
humd ihe “Schooner Ann,” hi a noisy 
services were frequently in requisition- 
At this rate we continued, with occasion- 
al interruptions from some sulk\ fellow 
who would ho put on guard, who would: 
m t enter willingly into rouveisution, or 
soa.e lime some more smaii than others, 
whom w« thought we could not go einj^. 
Iv hoodwink. Indeed it was rather a. 
hard business for me lo find out ihe cali- 
bre of the inind of iliose moving blocks 
that we mighi lead him to the conversa. 
tion that would suit him best. How to 
discern the difference between living 

here and in London — London porter 

Barclay ale — beef, &.c. were alwav s the* 
genera! topics on which they all could 
converse. 

In the course of a fortnight the signal! 
was given lo our friend that all was rsa- 
dv for the first dark and rainy night 
which we waited for with the Greatest 
anxiety. In the meat. time I Inid heard! 
of my being about to lie sent to England 
and after some lime, by n let ter receiv- 
ed from Mr. Secretary Buffer, I was in- 
formed that a merchant vessel called the 
Royal Adelaide, had been chartered to 
lake ms there, and that she would sail 
in a few days. The captain of the ves. 
sel was brought to sec me bv the new 
Town Major (for Major Fraser had been 
displaced) and he informed me that he 
hud not got all his cargo, nor would he 
be ready to sail for some time. I found 
out where his vessel lav, nnd each day 
when we went out. we used to look well 
at the vessel and think when she would 
he ready — then at the clouds, and won- 
der if the fair weather was always to 
last. A watch was regularly kept eve- 
ry night, looking out for the slightest 
appearance of rain; at last, wheu we 
were almost worn out with watching, the 
good time seemed to have come. On 
Monday night the 15th October, about 
• even o’clock, it rained hard, and the 
night was dark; we began to make our 
preparations. Colonel Dodge and I had 
our clonks rolled up , nnd each taking a 
change of linen and what other little ne- 
cess.rir* he wanted, made ready for a 
start; three out of Ihe seven of the men 
confined with us volunteering to go with 
||« and .hare our fate; the rest remained. 
Alifnuigli ihe bar had been sawed thro’ 
tod had been so for upwards of six we ■ ks, 
yel it look up a gre.t denlof time .opry 
it of] and ro ork the lower part out of 
the socket in which i: was placed, so that 
we were not ready unlit eleven o’clock, 
e tliei ga\e the sen ry a draught of 
r'er, in which was put a small quanti- 
ty of laud iiuum, lest ourg >ing out might 
distort, his slumbers, and the rain hav- 
ing censed, and he began to gel stupifi- 
ed with the effects < •! the opium, totter- 
ed about; and ihp bar being ihen off, we 
had no alternative — go we must; and 
calling the sentry to me I told him that 
he little drop of porter I had taken had 
made me stupified and cold, and that I 
should li y a little brandy, we had gel a 
bottle for the occasion, so we drank to- 
gether--! goi him to stand near me lean- 
ng against the bars to protect me, as I 
was undressed, from the cold. 

B*. this time I had got his back turned 
•o t lie other window, and kept him talk- 
ing until col. Dodge and others went out 
ant over tile fence. I gm one of the men 
who remained to lake mv place at the 
sentinel’s side, who did not perceive the 
el nnge, while I fo lowed mv comrades; 
the place which we passed through was 
rather tight for me, and I had to crawl 
through without coal or vest. Mr coat, 
when climbing the fence, I carried in my 
teeth. I gut down on the other side quite 
easy, owing to sheets which Mr. Dodge 
had fastened lo the liars, and wh cli aid- 
ed us much in our descent. Noiseless 
we crawled behind a small cook house 
about fifteen paces from our room, and 
scarce had we got there when we heard 
the relief guard pass within a few feet 
of us We all, however, crouched low, 
nod they passed without discerning us. 
We were obliged to remain until they 
had changeii guard, and I had seen with 
pleasure my boon companion, the last 
fi e marching, although with difficulty, 
towards the guard house. Again we mov- 
ed forwards on our hands and knees, one 
ufter the other, when we were again 
near being discovered by tho noise made 
by one of our number, which attracted 
the attention of the sentinel on the wall 
above our room. On hearing the noise 
ho moved down towards us — we all lay 
fl it on the ground, and after he had cams 
within a few paces he turned round and 
marched hack to hi* post. Again we 
moved fiinvard and passed the store- 
houses, behind which is another snntinel, 
and had pasjed opposite the sentinel at 
the magazine, and were in the parade 
ground, we were alarmed by the noise 
ol a soldier running from, it appeared, eur 
Into room across the square towards the 
officer’s quarters— he passed near, us but 
did not perceive us. Mr. Dodge enquir- 
ed of me what I iheught it meant, aud 






I, mofe to encourage the men., lluyi from. 
»ny belief! had in what I said, answer- 
ed that 1 supposed soma of them were 
tick, and that ha was probably going to 
the Doctor’s quarters, where it seems, lie 
did go. Forward we moved again, but 
Parker, was stumbling 1 mentioned bcf 
fore, (for what reason we know not) 
broke out of line and marched in another 
direction. The noise ho made (and it 
was not a little) attracted the attention ol 
the sentries placed on each side ot us, 
and by whom we were immediately chal- 
lenged, but as wc made no answer, and 
as they could but see our forms very dis- 
tinctly, we passed on quickly, but with- 
out any noise until we gamed the walls. 
We placed one of i he uien at the corner 
as a sentinel to give os the alarm if ne- 
cessary, while we made the tour to as- 
certam if our friend was at his post. Wo 
searched— he was not there. Wo were 
also alarmed ai hearing some one con- 
versing with i he man whom we had 
placed'asa sontinel, which, by the re- 
marks we overheard we conjectured it to 
be officers of the guard, lie appeared 
very anxious to discover who the man 
was, and still kept advancing upon him, 
which he as anxiously strove to elude I 
by keeping at a proper distance. Wej 
heard the officer say, “Come, come, let j 
there be no more of this foolery. I : 
I know that you are one of the officers, 
but you know it is my duty to see who j 
yuil are. You have p issed the sentinel 
without answering their challenge, and 1 1 
am resolved, since you will not give me 
vour r.ame, to find out who you are.” lie 
then sprung towards him but our man 
leaped upon ills wall at a part calied the 
King’s Bastion, — the officer followed — 
Culver then leaped back again and run 
for a little distance, then darted into one 
*f the embrasures of the guns, or a kind 
of half sally port. 

The officer thinking he had passed 
»trai ,T ht forward, followed on and made 
towards the officer’s barracks, ■■■ we 
thought, to alarm ’he garrison. We had 
now nothing else to do but jump from 
the wall, as the n use made in hauling 
dewn the top* would unquestionably di- 
rect them to us. It was a drearily alterna- 
tive, hut wo could do nothing else. 

Death or Liberty was our motto when 
we started, and none ol us would h ive 
submitted to have been taken alive- 1 
took the lead, letting myself over the 
wall. I hung by my hands for an in 
•tant — then let go— Gods what a shock! 

I thought every bon* in my body was 
broken to pieces. Culver followed me 

then Hull. I called on Mr. Dodge to 

throw the piece of rope he had cut -iff 
as we still had fifteen feet to go down. 
He did so, and followed himself. We lay 
for a little sprawling about in the hard 
ditch, all more or less injured. I had dis- 
located my right ancle joint, and splin- 
tered the lower pait of one of the bones 
of mv leg. Culver, I believe, dislocated 
bis ancle, or oiberwise badly injured his 
foot. Hull and Dodge hurt, but not so 
bud as we were. One of the men held 
onby the piece of rope, and I went down 
the second descent followed by the other 
two, while the luurih let himself drop 
and was caught by Mr. D >dge, who by 
that means, sprained his wrist. We - hen 
clambered up the precipice to the glacis, 

• nd descended by the turnstile into the 
sireei. 

As seeing so many' persons with bun 
dies in their hands might look suspicious, 
if we met any o( the prowling hands of 
police, w# left the two mca in the Gov- 
ernor’s Garden with the bundles, to re 
main there quiet until we would go anil 
find out some French person -vhu w-mid 
direct us to where one ->f our friends ic- 
sided, and on no account to stir Iro.n 
whore we placed ihem until -me ol us 
returned, or sent some one to bring them 
tons. We passed on through he s reels 
without mac lug any one whom wo could 
venture to ask . One discovered who we 
were partly by guess, and when ( per- 
-ceived that he did, I made a virtue ol 
necessity, and informed him who 1 was. 
He lold me he was a magisti ale, hut as 
I had bee-i so frank with him, and think- 
ing (1 supposed from his looks) that he 
might not escapo scatheless in a contest 
with us, he told us to go our ways, and 
pledged his word of honor that, as we 
confided in him, he would give no alarm. 

A young gentleman who accompanied him 

pledged himself also. We lelt him-passed 
the sentinel at Sir John Colb'-rnc’s dour 
who challenged us. We advanced boldly, 
and he, mistaking us from our cans and 1 
.cloaks to lie some ol his own officers, 
carried arms t > us as we passed. 

Not relying implicitly on the promise 
given us bv the Oanadiun lory gentle- 
man, wc changed our course, and a few j 
moment’s walk brought us to one of the 
gales of the city, (I believe Hope Gale ) 
We passed through and got inlo he 
Lower Town, where, alier a little wan- 
dering about, we met with a poor Cana- 
dian who, at that hour of the night, was 
returning from his work, he carried a 
lantern with him. I accosted him, ami 
entered with him inlo a shed, where he 
laid his tools. 1 had no trouble to prevail 
on him to take me to our friends. lie 
i&iid Ijb would willingly risk his life in j 
the service of those who lisked so much 
(W his poor country. 

He took us to the house of a gentle- 
man in St. R -cks, who received us with 
kindness, anil went himself along with 
Mr. D. to bring the boys, but before 
they g'h 1° the gates of the town, the 
alarm of our escape had been given and 
all were shut, and no person could get 
either out ot in until daylight— soldiers 
nnd police wore stationed at thegatesj 
and scouring the streets in all directions.' 
General McDonnell and staff, as well as 
all the other military officers, were rush- 
ing through the streets, and lanes like 
roadmen — spurring their chargers, and 
asthe poor man, who had got inside, sat-., 
knocking the fire from the stones of thsH 



streets with ilie.fie^ of their horses, 
and swearing said he, just like soldiers. 

The next morning the two poor lel- 
lows, who were sliffering and cold, crept 
out of their hiding places and crawled 
into a tavern, where they had not been 
long before they were discovered and j 
taken, while \*8 were concealed by our 
friends, and the most active search was 
made for us, and a reward by the officers 
of the guards and by Lord Durham, ' 
$3,000, was offered for our apprehension ; | 
out they might have saved themselves 
the trouble, for those wrth whom we | 
were, and many who knew our plan of 
concealment, al'hough in the poorer andj 
lower walks ol life, could not be bought.! 
IVe suffered ot course much by the plans! 
and manner in which wu were hidden,] 
for the first week, and so hot was the j 
pursuit, that one night between eight 
o’clock in the evening and one in the! 
morning, Mr D. — for we were separated I 
for the first two days — had to change his] 
quarters five limes, and when the pur- j 
suit was the keenest — police and soldiers 
taking up every one that was either j 
short or tall — or who wore glasses, orj 
blind — opening the coffins of the dead — 
examining all the old women they met I 
with — we passed through the streets dis- 
guised in us simple a manner as possible, 
and eluded their search. On the Mon 
day morning we escaped we went to the 
house of a respectable family where wo 
were treated as if belonging to them; nor 
did we leave them until wo weie ready 
to take the road. 

We could see the placards on the 
houses giving a description of our per- 
sons and offering the reward, and hear 
every day the numerous rep iris that 
were circulated concerning us, now we 
were seen at some place, and now we 
were lying sick at another across the 
lines, &.C. &.C. When the excitement 
had somewhat subsided, and numerous 
guards winch were placed at the differ- 
ent thoroughfares ef the city, and the 
roads leading out of it, were soinewha 
relaxed from uoless vignaoce, we ill night 
it then lime to s ari; and -is »e had par- 
tially recovered from --ur lameness, and 
were fit to undergo the fatigue of the 
journev, Saturday night ihe 3(1 Novem- 
ber, we fixed for the occasion. Good 
horses and a guide were furnished us by 
kind friends — well armed with sword* 
and pistols, we crossed the river at Point 
Levy, where we mounted the horses that 
were at an appointed place uwaitiog 
us. We mounted — and 1 will say four 
more determined men never before took 
that road — vve travelled by night and 
slept by day. Ou Tuesday ia -ruing a 
little after day light we crossed ihe lines, 
where our hearts hounded with j -y »' 
the sight of the sign post of ihe eagle 
and stars advising us that we were now 
in the State of Maine — lhat we had 
gained the haven that had so long by us 
been soarden'ly desired. 

As we could not keep the direct route 
all the way, to avoid place* where guards 
were, obliged us to lake more circuitous 
routes, which almost doubled the dis- 
tance; and though we dashed boldly for- 
ward, and were ready to lace any l.-rce 
Inal could be brought at the instant a- 
gainst us, yot we were never met by 
anv guard, nor were we challenged by a 
single individual. We were obliged to 
p iss, notwithstanding, places where we 
knew guards were placed to intercept us; 
but onward we pushed, while they, with 
their accustomed vigilance, were snoring 
away in their beds. We had intended 
lo pass for a small squad of volunteer 
cavalry, sent out at Quebec to pursue 
deserters, or ourselves, if we had been 
questioned hv any casual acquaintance 
wc might pick up on the road. And a* 
either Mr. D. or myself had -eea enough 
of ihe swagger of ihe volunteer officers 
while in Upper Canada, wc had an idea 
lhat either of us eoild have personated 
the character to perfection.
